The former Reichsleiter Max AMANN, ct present in jail in Nuernberg, states 
in the presence of Lt. (jg) MELTZUR, a representative of the prosecution, 
the following: 
I have been thoroughly instructed about my obligation to state the 
truth by Attorney-at-law Dr, SAUTER, and was informed about the fact 
that false testimony by me would be punishable, 
The affidavit, given by me on 10 December 1940 (3501 PS) was reed to me 
and I state about it the following: 
1.) With the expression "PUNK was the soul of the ministry", I meant to 
say that FUNK practically became the organizer of the new Ministry 
(Ministry for Propaganda and Public .inglightenment). According to my 
knowledge of his personality, he is the journalist with years of 
experience in connection with business and public life, who carried out 
the coordination of the journalistic leadership of the German press and 
other means of propaganda, sub>.rdinated to the propaganda ministry. I am 
of the conviction that FUNK was successful in the organization of the 
propagenda ministry mainly by his special organizational talent. As far 
as I know, he carried out the orders of Dr. GOEBBELS as the : 
faithful follower of the latter, 
2.) According to my conviction, FUNK concerned himself mainly with the 
frictionless functioning of the large machinery of this ministry, thus 
he was its organizer. 
In my opinion, FUNE had nothing to do with the actual propaganda ےت‎ 
activity, for instance the holding of purely oronerandistic speeches, 


radio adresses, public mo.tings eto, 
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I do not know who the chief of the Press section of the propaganda 
ministry was. 

3.) FUNK, as press chief of the Reich Cabinet (Reichsregierung) and 

as state secretary in the propegenda ministry, wes a holder of a national 
office (Stastsamt), and he was as such the right-hand man of Dr. GOEBBELS, 
because he had to give deily reports about the press to Reich Chancellor 
HITLER, I do not know exactly whether this activity was connected with 
the position of FUNK in the propegende ministry, however I believe so. 

I do not know whether this «ctivity of FUNK, his reports to HITLZR, 
still took place after HINDENBURG's death. I myself lived mainly in 
MUNICH end came to Berlin only on visite. 

4.) I heard at that time that GOEBBELS had daily conferences with those 
officials of his ministry who were ective in the effeirs of the press. 
Furthermore, I heard thet FUNK held daily press conferences with the 
representattives of the papers, and that he gave the press the necessery 
instructions, All this, I do not know from ny own observations, but 
from my journ lists who were present during those conferences, for instance 
Ca»tein Von WEISS. 
This lasted as long as FUNK was state secretary in the propaganda ministry. 
I do not know whether he was press chief of the Reich Cabinet (Reichsregiorv 
for the seme length of time. I have assumed until now that tho two offices 
wore connected with each other. 

I do not know whether FUNK was also present during the daily 
conforennes which GOEBBELS held for his officiels in press affairs; 
that is possible, but I do not consider it propeble because FUNK wes kept 
very busy with other tasks. I do not know whether tho dehly press reports 
which FUNK mede in the initial period after the seizure of power to HITLER 
and HINDENBURG, were no longer hold by FUNK, after HINDZNBURG!s desth ^ut 


by GOEBBELS, 
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However it became known to me during the subsequent period, that 
later Reich Press Chief Dr. DIETRICH, (also an official of the NSDAP) 
took over this activity; he was constantly with HITLER and had 2 
representative of Dr. GOEBBELS with him, 

5.) During the entire time, when FUNK was State secretary in the 
Reich Propaganda Ministry, I did not know of one single case whera 
FUNK suggested anti-semitism or violence in a radio speech or in a 
public address, or in newspaper articles. Such lectures and speeches 
were generally held by Dr. GOEBBELS himself, or by official speakers 
of the party, 

To my knowledge, FUNK did not have anything to do with the organi zation 
and distribution of the speakers in the Gaus and other formations of 
the party and with the forwarding of propagenda material to these 


offices,

In tho year 1928, I was an official in the neich Ministry for Uconomy 

and belonged to the minister's office. In the morning of 9 Movember, 

I sew two emashec window panos on the way from the Gendarmenmarkt 

subway station to the ministry, but only found out in the ninistry 

about the incidents which had occurred during the early morning hours. 

Shortly after my arrive}, Minister FUNK arrived and called me to niu 

at once. During the trip to the ministry he had seen numerous destruc- 

tions of businesses, end was greatly displeased and excited about 

this. Then, ho tried in my presemce to make a telephone connection 

with eich Marshal GOERING, Reichsfuehrer SS HIMMLER end eich Minister 
GOEBRELS, who were staying in MUNICH, “or reasons, not known to 

me to this day, this was not immediately successful, In the meantimo, 

revorts about renewed flaring up of incidents came to “inister FUNK 

He then gave me the order to inform myself more svecifically i 

I first called un the 6th SS Standarte in order to ask whether anything 

more svecific about the tyoe and extent of the incidents was known. 

The adjutant with whom I talked, was also only ii m &bout what 

ho had seen on his way to his office. He only told me that the starf 

we.s more or loss in a state of alarm, because according to the opinion 


of the Colonel’ ( Standartenfuehrer), one could count on a commitment 


of the SS against the incidonts. 
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After that, I went to my residonce and put on my SS uniform in order 

to be able to get by more easily Curing my coming walk through the city.

It wes obvious that et this time, in any case, there was a mob eager for 
destruction and loot at work. In the big vas sage, I observed a man 

who was taking jewels from a destroyed display. I took this ma 

nearest police station where he was taken under arrest. On the next 
Gay, by a telemhonic enquiry, I found out that he was a criminal with 
several previous convictions, After my return to the ministry, I re- 
Ported to the minister, who again and again vlaced long distance calls 
to MUNICH. I believe it was about 1400 hours when he finally Obtained 

a connection with GOERING or 8111322, and at the same time the nromise 
that immediato action would be taken against the incidents. In the after- 
noon when the incidents, which had in the meantime, died down, =<ain 
increased, the police took action against them,and,when they assumed 
larger proportions, parts of the zeneral SS (allzemeine S3, con- 
mitted in suvport of the police against the incidents.
